In the ease of the South, aays 
the Star,funds accumulated during 
years of recent satisfactory prices 
are available to help in carrying 
the surplus. Cottonseed meal is 
now selling at lower prices than 
at any time during recent years, 
and is, today, the cheapest source 
of protein. It has a depressing ef­ 
fect upon other feed stuffs for 
which it may serve os a substi­ 
tute. Cottonseed oil is furnishing 
greater competition for lard, for 
which it is being substituted in 
large quantities.

As a result of the investigations 
of the association’s experts the or­ 
ganization has formulated certain 
definite policy with regard to the 
roads problem. First of all the as­ 
sociation feels that responsibility 
in the highway department should 
be centralized in a highly compet­ 
ent head whose ability would com­ 
mand public confidence and who 
could be held to strict account­ 
ability f<$r thfc results attained. 
Second, the association feels that 
the highway department’s efforts 
will be handicapped by a require­ 
ment that a definite amount oí 
money be spent in each county. 
This is felt to be contrary to the 
advantages to be derived from a 
broad state-wide highway system 
determined upon with benefit to 
the state as a whole in mind rather 
than run the risk of patchwork 
construction such as characterized 
the expenditure 
of the 
original 
bond issue money. The association 
also feels that the gas tax money 
which is now distributed equally 
among 
the 
sixty-seven 
counties 
should be under the supervision 
of the state highway department 
with the idea of conforming to uni­ 
form plans instead of being ex­ 
pended by 
sixty-seven 
different 
agencies as at present. The as­ 
sociation’s fourth recommendation 
is that special gas taxes in coun­ 
ties and cities be prohibited and 
that this form of taxation be re­ 
sorted to. only by the state With 
the levy of the local gas taxes ir» 
addition to the state tax, it is felt 
that the lack of uniformity is a 
wholly unscmntific method of tax­ 
ation and tflat 
thp 
local taxes 
jeoparadize the general approval 
which is given to this form of 
excise, "hen levied by the state 
for road purposes. 
The recommendations of the as­ 
sociation have not been made with­ 
out careful study of the subject, 
and^as examination is made of the 
data upon Which the recommenda­ 
tions are founded, their plan will 
no doubt win new advocates, it
